ARCHBISHOP LANGEVIN DE- 
NOUNCES SCHOCL C! AUSE. 


Free Press of April 22nd—The North 
West Review, the organ of the Ro- 
man Cathobic clergy, in its current is- 
sue, has the following: 


The following momenious pronoun- 
cement occurs in the recently publish- 
ed cireular to the clergy by his crack 
the Archbishop of St. Boniface: 

“y 


JuUSt aS We are committing to the 
press this cireular, we learn with un- 
speakabke sorrow that the educational 
clause destined to be inserted in the 
Autonomy iN of the two new pro- 
vinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
will not restore to us the position we 


held in 1875, when the North Wesi 
territories were organiezd ip virtue 
of the British North America Aci, but 


that this cause will consecrate the 
spoilation of our school rights by the 
ordinance of 1892, and will sanction 
all the ordinances passed up to 1901. 

“This is for us a cruel disappoint- 
ment and the source of great sadness 
and grave anxiety for the future. 

“It is all over the spoliation of 1892 
will thes be definitely confirmed and 
consecrated, and we lose all hope of 
recovering our rights, we who expect- 
ed this act of justice and high wis- 
dom, as well as the true patriotism, 
from our rulers at Ottawa. 

“In 1875 we ha@ the same _ school 
rights as the Protestant minority of 
Quebec and the Catholic minority of 
Ontario, and these rights shamefully 
violated, in spite of the constitution, 
as the lamented Archbishop Tache so 
well proved in his memorial of 1894. 
will not be recognized and restored 
to us, as we had reason to expect, by 
a Parliament which has the power to 
do so. 

“Catholics who express their satis 
faction at such a state of things be- 
tray not omly unpardonable ignorance 
of Catholic educational principles but 
lack of understanding of the painful 
position in which we are placed since 
1892, ostracized, as we truly are, in 
the Territories. 

“Wherefore, reverend and dear 
brethern, we deem it our duty to lift 
up our voice in protest against this 
ignoring of our school rights which 
the constKution of our country gives 
us. 

‘We have @ right to separate and 
Catholic schools in the Territories and 
we loudly and insistently demand the 
reorganization and protection of this 
right in the organization of the new 
provinces, 

“We inveke the Federal compact se 
SO acted for the citizens of Canada, 
we invoke the solemn promises made 
to the great peace-maker of 1870, our 
illustrious and lamented predecessor, 
Monseigneur Pacbe, in the name of 
ticr Britanie Majesty. ‘By Her Ma- 
Jesty’s authority, I assure you that 
after your union with Canada, ail 
your civil and religious rights «nd 
privileges shall be respected.’ (Gover- 
oor-General’s Memorial, p. 33) ‘When 
ueclaring the desire and determina- 
tion of the British Cabinet, you may, 
in all security, make use of the an- 
cient formula Right will prevail in 
every case.’ (Ibid, p. 35.) 

“This right officially recognized in 
1870, we chim in the name of good 
faith, conscience and natural equity, 
as well as in the name of the consti- 
tution ef Canada, and above all in the 
Dame of the Law of Nations. 

“ur rights are as sacred and as 
certain teday as they were in I875. 
And if some epportunists were tempt- 
ed to ask us to be silent for the sake 
Or because it is impossible now to re- 
cover our rights, we would answer 
“There can be no peace except with 
justice. There cam be no prescription 
against right. No question of prin- 
aGainst right. No question of principle 
is truly settled exoept when it is set- 
tled according tc justice and equity. 
Our cause is that of justice and peace, 
because it is the cause of, consience 
and truth, and (ruth, Rke God, mever 
dies.”

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
maioa Lands in Manitoba or the | 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 | 
and 26, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head ofa 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres, mare or less. 


ENTRY.—Entry may be made cer- 
sonally im the district in whieh the 
land to be taken is situate, or, if 
the homesteader desires, he may, on 
hrplication to the Minister of the 
Miterior, Ottawa, the Commissioner 
of Immigration. Winmipeg, or the lec- 
al agent for the di iq@t in which 
the land is situate, receive authority 
for some one to make entxy for him. 
A fee of $10,00 is charged for a home- 
stead encry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been ted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the rro- 
visions of the Deminion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the follawing 
plans: . 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation cf the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. : 

F2 If the father (or mother, if the 
father is de eased) or any person who 
#8 @igible te make a homesiead entry 
undex the conditions of the Act, re- 
side upon a farm im the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
2s a homestead, the requirements of

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clamses 2, 3, or 4, must 
cultivate 36 acres of his homestead, 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
building for their accommodation, 
and have besides 80 acres substan- 
tially fenced, 

The rrivilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlera 
only who comrleted the duties upon 

ir first homesteads to entitle 
them io patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889. 

Every homesteader who fails ta 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry czneelled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent, the settler 
must give six inonths’ notice in writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to ido sa. » 

Enformation.—Newly ‘arrived immi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Land Office, in. Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and 
fassistaince {n securing lands to suit 
them. Full information respecting 
the land, timber, caal and mineral
